Regardless of Damaging Telegrams, a 
Feeling Exists Against Adopting 
Hostile Action Toward Him.

World.}—The British Government still main- 
tains a rigid silence concerning its action 
in regard to Cecil Rhodes in view of the dis- 
closures /of the cipher telegrams, but If 
learned from a sure source the true facts of 
Rhodes’ position. 

Before leaving England for Buluw ayo Cecil 
Rhodes, in anticipation of a revelation of the 


cipher dispatches which he knew had fallen 


into the hands of the Boers, left his resigna- 
tion ‘of the managing directorship of the 
Chartered company with Hawkesley, the 
company’s lawyer, to be used at his 4iscre- 
tion. Rhodes also left instructions that if 
his continuance as a member of the Queen's 
privy council, a purely nominal distinction, 
were deemed inadvisable his name should be 
struck off the list. - 

Hawkesley now has commumnicated these 
facts to Chamberlain, and the Cabinet will 
decide tomorrow whether to accépt Rhodes’ 
resignation or not, for, strange to-say, de- 
spite the recent revelations there is a strong 
party both /in the government and among its 
supporters who are totally adverse, to adopt- 
ing any hostile action toward Rhodes. 

I hear also that President Kruger has in 
his possesion altogether fifty-four incrim- 
inating telegréms of which he has so far 
published only about a dozen. Many of 
those still unpublished are undefstood to be 
innocuous, but of the others several will 
provide very striking revelations. The 
critical character of the situation as 
between Great Britain and the 


Transvaal before President Kruger’s mas- 


terly use of the captured cipher dispatches 
may be gauged from advice recently given 
by Sir Hercules Robinson to the imperial 
government, which had invited an opinion 
from him on the policy to be adopted. He 
replied that there were two courses open 
to the imperial government—either to sit 
still and await Kruger’s action toward the 
Uitlanders or take immediate warlike meas- 
ures. 

He favored the former policy because it 
would take 50,000 men to conquer the Trans- 
aal, to say nothing of the consequent '‘trou- 

les and complications it would entail. 


LONG ISLAND CITY'S MAYOR INDICTED. 


Patrick Jerome Gleasen Charged 
with Imterfering with the Police 
im the Discharge of Their Duty. 


New York, May 5.—({Special.|—Mayor Pat- 
rick Jerome Gleason of Long Island City 
was indicted today together with several 
members of the Long Island City sporting 
fraternity on various charges incidental to 
prize fighting, horge racing, and interfer- 
ence with the police in the discharge of their 
duty. 

** Yes, I heard that I and a lot of others 
were indicted,”’ said Mayor Gleason tonight. 
“I guess I was indicted on my own advice, 
I told the grand jury I attended the puegil- 
istic bouts at the Eureka club to see that the 
law was not violated. there, and it was not. 
The grand juries in this county do some 
queer things, anyhow. I suppose they had 
to make some showing for. their six weeks’ 
work, so they indicted me because I hap- 
pened to be handy. Well, they know where 
to find me-whén they want to arrest me. It 
won't be the first time I have been arrested, 

“The witnesses against me are a lot of 
one-day reformers and broken-down gam- 
blers. One reformer that testified against 
me ran a Sunday baseball park last year 
and sold beer on the grounds.” — 

Just what the indictment against Mayor 
Gleason is for cannot be learned. The Dis- 
trict Attorney refuses tosay. Gleason owns 
the ground on which the building of the 
Eureka Athletic club stands, and has an 
interest in the proczeds of the fights pulled 
off there. He will probably be served witha 
warrant tomorrow. 


SHAH’S ASSASSIN MAKES THREATS. 


Says the “ Good” Work Will Be Car- 
ried On Despite His Incarceration.

Teheran, Persia, May 5.—[{Copyrighted, 
1896, by Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.}—The Persian Prime Minister 
desires to convey to the government and 
people of America his deep sense of grati- 
tude for their friendly messages of sym- 
pathy, prompted by the murder of the Shah, 
and to assure them that, while now almost 
heartbroken at the cruel event, he hopes to 
surmount the trial under the new régime 
and pursue the wonted paths of peace and 
prosperity. He finds comfort in the sym- 
pathetic expressions from the great repub- 
lic, which will renew and strengthen the 
existing bonds of amity and good will be- 
tween the two nations. 

The new Shah will not arrive for some 
days. The body,of the murdered Shah has 
been deposited in a temporary vault in the 
religious theater, 

The Americans here are shocked by the 
murder -as they had great regard for the 
Shah. Dr. Potter paid a feeling tribute to 
him in his Sunday sermon, eulogizing him 
for his kindness and liberality. 

The assassin continues defiant and says 
the work thus begun will go on.

Since last October 8S; A. Potter of the 
Weather Bureau has been experimenting 
with cellular kites of different sizes. The 
object of the investigation is to secure a kite 
which can be sent up into the upper currents 
of the air for at least two miles, the idea 
being to suspend there self-registering me- 
teorological instruments so as to determine 
above all the cause of rain-storms, 

The Weather Bureau knows that it rains 
now and then, but hasn’t the remotest idea 
why the phenomenon takes place except in 
the general way as agreed on by all scient- 
ists by the condensation of particles of 
yapor. — 

Mr. Potter took up what is known as 3 the 
Margrave cellular kites, which are odd-look- 
ing, box-shaped affairs made on the theory 
of one plane placed above another. Aftera 
few trials he hit on an important modifica- 
tion by means of which the construction was 
simplified greatly and the strength and light- 
ness increased. ~. 


Makes Ten Miles an Hour. 


What is called the Potter diamond celled 
kite when flown in a good breeze of ten miles 
or more an hour will pull quite as much asa 
man can control comfortably without a spe- 
cial reel for managing the strain and would 
actually run away with the average small 
boy. The weather experts already have 
sent up kites to an elevation of something 
over 4,500 feet, and they are confident of be- 
ing able to reach the two-mile limit after 
further experiments. In the meanwhile the 
Suggestion has been made to Prof. Moore. 
Chief of the Weather Bureau, that the small 
boys of the country, as well as those ofa 
larger growth, were entitled to the benefit 
of the investigations of the Weather Bureau 
sharps. 

The bureau, therefore, has prepared an 
illustrated pamphlet showing exactly the 
construction of the diamond celled kite and 
giving minute details as to the process of its 
manufacture, which is far from being intri- 
cate. Any carpenter could make one with 
little difficulty, and the average boy accus- 
tomed to the use of tools ought to be able to 
construct a flying machine which ina good 
gale of wind would take him into the next 
country unless he tied the string to a tree or 
to some of his friends. 


Kite Has Evoluted. 
The principal feature of ‘the new kite 


which will strike tke boys of: the country 


is the fact that by a process of evolution 
the kite, like the man, has lost its tail, and 
among the great variety of sizes and forms 
tried by the Weather Bureau no such thing 
as a tail is permitted. The scientific toy 
from which so much is expected by the ex- 
perimenters is very simple in construction, 
but difficult of description without the nse 
of a diagram. It consists entirely of an 
open framework like the edges of a diamond- 
shaped box, a strip of cloth being placed 
around the four sides at top and bottom, 
leaving the center of the sides and all of 
the top and bottom open to the air. The 
only other parts of the construction are the 
necessary wooden braces on the inside, and 
even these are so carefully arranged that 
they can be removed and the kite folded up 
flat on short notice. 

Already there have come numerous appli- 
cations to the bureau for copies of the il- 
lustrated pamphiet, and the officials expect 
that when the small boys of the country 
learn of what science has done for them and 
how they may improve the shining sum- 
mer hours manipulating a powerful kite 
which is to be successfully managed with* 
strong hempen cord only or fine piano wire 
the government printing presses will not be 
able to supply the demand.

** pistols or anything else you want.” 

‘IT guess you would shoot a man if neces- 
sary,’’ was Mr. Fitch’s reply. 

‘Of ¢ourse, I would use a pistol in self- 
defense,””’ Mr. Roosevelt foamed, The words 
‘* cowards,” “‘ dirty work,”’ and insinuations 
of political misdoings were freely passed, 
and the end only came when Commissioner 
Roosevelt annqunced himself open to a chal- 
lenge to a duel with any weapon from a 
pistol to a, machete. 

Here Mayor Strong intervened and threat- 
ened ta put both men under arrest. Aftera 
little the two men began to dig into each 
other’s! political record and the air became 
so blue the Corporation Counsel insisted on 
the dignity of the office bein > upheld and ad- 
journed the meeting. The high character of 
the two men in the dispute and the dignity 
of their offices makes the spectacle an un- 
pleasant one for New York people, who are 
wont to uphold their city as a paragon of 
municipal government. 


PURSUIT TO RECOVER A PURSE. 


Two Men Charged with Pocketpicking 
Whom the Police Say Are 
Badly Wanted.

There was an exciting chase in West 
Adams street yesterday afternoon, which 
ended in the capture of .two men who the 
police jsay are badly wanted—John H.

* The conflicting character of State laws 
would also operate against the uniform ap- 
plication of any such law, and I fail to see 
how on any ground it could prove other 
than an injury to sound and honestly con- 
ducted business methods.”’ 

D. K. Butler of the McCormick Harvester 
company also expressed strong disapproval 
of the bill. He said such laws in the past 
had always operated to the benefit of the 
dishonest merchant and to the injury of 
those whom it was expected Yo relieve. 


YOUNG EGGLESTON LANDS IN JAIL.

eBattle in the Air. , 
A battle had been expected, for several 


days. It was in the air. Old warriors 
sniffed it afar. That is why they were all 
present and prepared to take part. Ed Cul- 
lerton and M. C. McDonald - came to 
wordy war two or § three times.* Cul- 
lerton was especially. aggressive. John 
McGillen paid particular attention 
Capt. Farrell @nd *“* Bob” Burke. F. 8. 
Peabody locked horns several times with the 
Chairman. It was a gold standard army on 
one side and advocates of free silver on the 
other. Although not present, Gov. Altgeld 
played his part. His generalship was in evi- 
dence. So was his name, attached as wit- 
hess to a proxy. 

The silver forces began to assemble at the 
headquarters, No. 75 Randolph street, early. 


They wanted all the advantages that could 


be had. 

As matters turned out advantage proved 
everything. The honest money delegation 
was forced to take a standing position near 
the door, where it was jostled and crowded 
in the roughest manner. Hopkins, Hesing, 
and Cullerton had seats away in the rear. 
Mr. Hesing made two strong efforts to es- 
tablish himself on a. proxy so he could get 
an opportunity to speak and vote. But every 
time the machine froze him out. 

Ex-Mayor Hopkins announced upon his 
arrival that he held a proxy and was en- 
titled to take a hand, and he proceeded to do 
so by declaring there was a man outside 
armed with Committeeman Hurley's proxy 
who could not get in. ; 

Then the silverites greeted Hopkins with 
shouts of derision and he retired. Robbins, 
MacVeagh, Walsh, and their associates, 
who had not been provided with tickets’ of 
admission, were down-stairs demanding en- 
trance. Policeman O'Neill rushed up to 
Secretary Burke and told him the delega- 
tion wanted to see him. Burke sent back 
word he was too busy and could not come. 


Battle Grows Boisterous. 


Then the battle began in earnest. It grew 
boisterous and at times nearly. got away 
from the Chairman. When the test came 
it Was on a substitute resolution offered by 
John Powers that the convention be called 
on Juné 3, the primaries be held under the 
Crawford law, and a committee composed 
of three from each side be appointed to scan 
the list of judges and clerks. The result of 
the roll-call was 47 yeas to 74 nays. 

One of the men who fought Hopkins bit- 
terly said, after the meeting was over, that 
the vote was not so much an expression on 
the money question as a declaration to the 
Democratic party in Chicago that John P.

At 8:20 Chairman Gahan called the meet- 
ing to order and with some apparent anxiety 
inquired the whereabouts of the Sergeant- 
te-Arms.

‘“*I have a proxy,”’ resumed Mr. Hopkins, 
as he walked excitedly into the aisle, “ and 
Mr. Hesing holds o proxy from Mr. Hurley. 
I know, too, that a notice of this meeting was 
not sent to Mr. Hurley’s house.”’ 

The Chairman explained that if the state- 
ment made was correct the failure to notify 
Mr. Hurley was a mistake and there was no 
design in keeping him in ignorance of the 
committee’s meeting. 

Mr. Trude then got up and suggested that 
inquiry should be made as to when and 
where Mr. Hurley sigmed the proxy. 

‘Have you a proxy?” was a question 
shot at Mr. Trude by a committeeman in 
the vicinity of Hopkins. The 
aroused Mr. Trude to anger. Pointing his 
finger at the ex-Mayor, he sald: 

** No Macedonian King rules here tonight.”’ 

* That’s nite,”’ said Hopkins, who evident- 
ly had not been prepared for Trude’s verbal 
assault. The remark seemed only to serve 
as an incentive to renew the attack.

“ That green goods smile,”’ shouted Trude, 
shaking his fist at Hopkins, ‘* does not agi- 
tate or disturb us here tonight.’’

Eleven of the electricians employed by the 
Pabst power-house, twelve by Julius Andrae 
& Sons, twelve in the employ of the tele- 
phone company, fifteen each in the employ, 
of Keelyn & Smith and Goetz & Sinclair all 
struck in| sympathy with the other street 
railway men. 

The company was not left without power, 
however, jas some of the engineers: refused 
to go out. Eighty electricians and track 
repairers |who struck at the Kinnickinnick 
avenue barns were persuaded to return to 
work by |Assistant Superintendent. Lynn. 

‘The street railWay company did not start 


its cars darly this morning, and when it did | 


start it ¢onfined its efforts to the Grand 
avenue, Farwell avenue, and National ave- 
nue lines.| A number of men who came from 
Minneapolis and St. Paul manned a majority 
of the cars which were out. There were 
about twenty or twenty-five cars in opera- 
tion. 

During |the afternoon a crowd of small 
boys and young men greased the tracks on 
Reed street, from Florida to National dAve- 
nue, with) axle grease. The crowd watched 
for the car to slip, but when the motorman 
used sand some excited man shied a sione 
at him. (It went through the window and 
hit a passenger on the head. The police were 
telephoned for and as soon as the crowd saw 


them coming in a patrol wagon it scattered, 


Sheriff Stanley swore in the inspectors and 
a number of officers of the company as spe- 
cial deputies to protect the property of the 
company. All.of the cars which were run 
today had a policeman on each end. There 
were butifew passengers on the cars. For 
the most part these were women. 

As soon as the hour had passed when the 
men should have returned to work and they 
had failed to do so the company began to 
figure out their time. The company has a 
large number of men quartered in the Far- 
well avenue barns and Manager Wyman 
promises to run all the cars tomorrow. The 
leading retail merchants will endeavor to- 
morrow to bring about a settlement of the 
strike. | 

There Was a small riot at the Farwell 
avenue barns shortly after 10 o’clock this 
evening. |An effort was made to take a car 
out of thea barn. A crowd of 3,000 spectators 
jeered at the men who were at work. 

There were a man and woman in the car. 
Some oné¢ ti.rew a large rock through the 
window. |This was a signal for a shower of 
stones and eggs. There were two cars com- 
ing, one inorth and the other south. The 
crowd showered rocks and eggs at the cars. 
Two.of the stones hit Officer William O’Brien 
and Jamés Mooney, who were on the front 
of the car. “hey were not seriously injured. 

Two wagon loads of officers came on the 
scene, umder command of Chief Janssen. 
They charged the crowd. He ordered all of 
the saloans closed, and five of them were 
shut. 

Some of the crowd made a stand before 
the police, but they were soon put to rout.

JUDGE GOGGIN REJECTS A JURY. 


Court Orders an Investigation of the 
Methods Employed in the Selec- 
tion of Veniremen. 


“The court might as well suspend busi- 
ness as go on with such jurors as we have 
been having,’’ declared 
terday in ordering an investigation of the 
method of selecting veniremen. ‘‘ Out of 
eleven men today nine were ex-employés of 
the city, who have probably been put on the 
list to furnish them employment.”’ 

The jury question was brought prominently 
forward by the candid admission of Juror 
George O’Callaghan that’ he had been put 
on the list through the influence of one of 
the city employés. A sidewalk damage suit 
against the city«was on trial. 

Judges Baker and Burke have already 
placed themselves on record as of the opin- 
ion that the County Commissioners are not 
carrying out the provisions of the jury law. 
The law imposes upon the Commissioners 
the duty of making up a jury list consisting 
of not less than one-tenth of the registered 
voters of Cook County, and it requires the 
list to be made up at the September meeting, 
or as soon thereafter as possible. 

It is admitted the. Commissioners do no 
such thing. They' employ a so-called jury 
clerk and two assistants, who, according to 
County Clerk Philip Knopf, make up a list 
of about 3,000 jurymen at a time as they are 
needed by the courts. The names are placed 
in. the jury box and drawn therefrom by the 
County Clerk in the presence of the County 
Judge. 

The complaint is made that the ptesent 
system allows the jury clerks to keep prac- 
tically the same crowd of political heelers 
on the jury listallthe time... ; 

Judge Goggin discharged the entire pane 
and instituted an investigation of the whole 
subject. 

County Clerk Knopf was heard yesterday 

afternoon. He insisted he complied with the 
law rigidly. His duties are to draw the 
jurors from the box. 
' Jury Clerk E. A. Bothne was not allowed 
to testify, as in the view of the court he has 
nothing to do with the compilation of a 
jury list. The investigation will be contin- 
ued this afternoon. 


CONFLICT IN BRYAN MURDER EVIDENCE. 


Three Witnesses for the Defense Are 
Lodged in Jail to Await a Fur- 
ther Examination. 


Newport, Ky., May 5.—After the noon re- 
cess today the defense in the Pearl Bryan 
murder case rested, just two weeks having 
been spent in examining witnesses. Twelve 
personal witnesses and eight depositions 
were heard today. 

The prosecution did not bring John Seward, 
the detective, into court to make his expected 
confession of inventing the story of William 
R. Trusty and coaching him to swear to it. 
They laid the foundatian for it, however, by 
recalling Trusty and eliciting from him a 
denial that William Trusty Sr. and Seward 
are brothers-in-law. The crisis may come

His custom was to appear on the plagform, 
make a few jesting remarks, announce that 
he did-not understand politics himself, but 
followed Salisbury, whodid. He had the pri- 
vate fire engines parade, painted his dogs in 
his election colors, and in many ways made 
an extraordinary and original campaign, at 
the end of which the Standard, the Tory or- 
gan, declared his defeat was not to be re- 
gretted. 

He proved to be sufficient of a politician 
to prevent the deveiopment of Radical ideas. 
Where he lived Radical meetings were sel- 
dom held, but when they were he used to 
appear and move an amendment defeating 
the object of the meetings. 

_ He was noted for heavy donations to char- 
itable objects, though of late he was not 
nearly -so fortunate in business as formerly.

ACCURACY OF SCHOOL CENSUS PROVED. 


Supt. Stanford Reports That Every 
One of the Alleged Errors Has Been 
Found Without Foundation. 


The accuracy and fidelity with which the 
school census has been taken has received a 
most remarkable and unexpected demon- 
Stration. . 

Last Saturday a morning paper made a 
five-column assault on the census, giving 184 
alleged instances of gross oversight or will- 
ful neglect on the part of the canvassers. 
The result was a day of unugual activity and 
anxiety in the census headquarters. 

At the expense of a tedious day’s work 
every one of these cases was run down in the 
canvassing books, and, ag Supt. Stanford put 
it, it Was proved that in all but twenty of 
these cases “‘ the stupidity and neglect were 
all on the part of the newspaper and its 
amateur detectives.’”’ In regard to these 
it was impossible to give explanations with- 
out visiting the field. 

But the newspaper, smarting under its fail- 
ure to show wholesale errors and omissions, 
paraded these twenty cases yesterday as if 
to *“ let itself down easy,’’ and the result was 
another day of vindication. 

Head Clerk Seeger and one of his best can- 
vassers started out early to visit all the dis- 
puted premises, and before night returned 
with a complete demonstration that in these 
twenty instances also—to quote Supt. Stan- 
ford again—‘* the blundering was entirely in 
the newspaper detectives, and mot in the 
hard-working canvassers."' : 

A few illustrations of the explanations se- 
cured are as follows: 

The newspaper charged that the canvasser 

had failed to find *‘ one woman ”’ who lived 
a No. 198 Michigan street. But it turns out 
there is no such number on Michigan street. 
' It was complained that the two Misses 
Quine, who, it was said, kept a small store at 
No. 235 Illinois‘street, had been skipped. But 
the store is Kent by Harry Quine, and he and 
his sisters sleepat No. 39 Cass street, where 
the canvassers had found them and taken all 
their names. 

The newspaper was distressed because the 
canvasser could not find Charles McKay, 
who lived with his family at No. 234 Indiana 
atreet. But it turns out there is no such 
number on Indiana street. 

So it was through the entire list, until it 
was shown that of all the 184 cases of negli- 
gence charged there was not one that was 
genuine. The result was that what at first 
looked like a fatal exposure of incompetenty 
and dishonesty turned out a brilliant vindi- 
cation. Supt. Stanford yesterday felt that 
he had probably made the most faithful and 
honest census canvass of Chicago ever made 
at all, for he did not believe any other census 
could come out of such an investigation with 
fiying colors. 


CATHOLICS JOIN THE PROTESTANTS. 


Nearly 3,000 Members of a Romish 
Church Will Change Their Faith. 
Cleveland, O., May 5.—A profound sensa- 
tion has arisen in the Church of the Im- 
maculate Heart of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
(independent Catholic), which was organ- 
ized in this city about three years ago and 
has been provided over by Father A. §&. 

Kolaszewski. 

Father Kolaszewski and his 3,000 Polish 
parishioners desire to ally themselves with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. Although 
Father Kolaszewski refuses to say anything 
whatever concerning the action, the state- 
ment as to his desiring to ally himself with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church is verified 
by Chaplain C. C. McCabe of the Methodist 
General Conference. In speaking of the 
matter the Chaplain said: 

‘“ Yes, it is true the priest does desire to 
ally himself with the Methodist Church. He 
not only wishes to come to the Methodist 
Church, but desires to bring in the 3,000 
Poles comprising his congregation as well. 
They do not believe in the infallibility of th@¢ 
Pope and transsubstantiation any longer. 
They are becoming nrore and more educated 
all the time, and no longer believe these fal- 
lacies. Many thousand people are going to 
join the Methodist Church.”’ 

Father Kolaszewski, when questioned 
about the matter, said: ** Nothing has been 
done in that matter yet, and there is nothing 
to be said at this time. 1 prefer not to dis-

GERMANS. IN THE FIGHT. 


WARN THE METHODIST CONFERENCE 
NOT TO ADMIT WOMEN. 


Dr. Jacob Rothweiler Says It Will 
Demoralize the Church—After De- 
bate of Three Hours the Conference 
Adjourns Until Today—Dr. Neeley 
Leads Forces Favorable to Woman 
Delegates—C. W. Bennett Begins 
Operations for the Laymen. 

Cleveland, O., May 5.—[Special.]—In the 


‘midst of an exciting debate today in the M. 


E. General Conference the Rev. Dr. Jacob 
Rothweiler of Louisville, who represents the 
Central German Conference, uttered a word 
of warning to the convention. Ten minutes 
after he had spoken the convention ad- 
journed until tomorrow morning. The warn- 
ing of Dr. Rothweiler came from the German 
constituency of the church. He said: 

“I am looked upon as the representative 
of the Germans. We as a people do not be- 
lieve in sentiment, and we think it neither 
right nor constitutional to admit women to 
the General Conferences. It has been 
charged that we Germans defeated the 
women in the annual conferences. If we 
have I am proud of it: I rejoice in it because 
we have saved the lay delegates. If you 
adopt the majority report you will demoral- 
ize the church.” 

This utterance came after three hours of 
sharp debate on the report of the Committee 
on Eligibility. 

It is believed that the conservative element 
in the conference will not allow the cham- 
pions of women to win the day. That the 
sentiment of the conference is in favor of 
the admission of the women there is no 
doubt, but the feeling among the German 
adherents will insure conservative action. 
It is still the opinion of the leaders that 
after the decision the question will be re- 
ferred back to the conferences for recon- 
mar nage Pr an in the meantime the 
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Debate Opens Warmly. 


At 10 o'clock this morning the debate on 
the women question was launched by Prest- 
dent Daniel Stevenson of Union College, 
Ky., who said: ‘‘The time has gone by 
when anybody shall be excluded from church 
offices on account of race, color, or sex.’’ 

The Rev. Dr. Neeley of Philadelphia, who 
is leading the fight against the women, said: 

This question is not ‘one that involves 
chivalry or popular demand. We are sim- 
ply jurors. Men and women are one in 
Christ Jesus, but they .are not one in the 
Conference. You can’t ordain 
women. It is part of the Methodist consti- 
tution that the governing power is with the 
men. 

John F. Coples of Portland, /Ore., said: 
‘' come from a land where the grand women 
of the Methodist Church have done so much 
for Methodism. Not one church bell would 
ring today on the Pacific. coast if it were not 
for the great sacrifices of the daughters of 
the Methodist Church.” 

Mr. Copples was warmly applauded: de- 
Spite the efforts of Bishop Andrews to 
stop it. 

Fx-Senator James Harlan of Iowa said: 
“ Ministers and laymen constitute the mem- 
bership of this body. gThe whole question 
turns on the question, Who are the lay- 
men? The General Conference has decided 
that laymen are all those who are not mem- 
bers of the annual conferences. Women are 
not members of the annual conferences. 
Now, by what right or what interpretation of 
the law of the church do you intend to keep 
women out?” 

The Rev. Dr. Buckley of New York said: 
* The only time when the conference has 
ever undertaken to do'so violent an act as 
it now proposes to do was before the war, 
when it bisected the church. That act has 
been ‘condemned today by the leading Meth- 
odists. If you admit these women in the 
interests of peace it will be the peace of de- 
spair. It will disgrace the conference and 
stir up men to do as they please.”’ 


Word * Laymen ” Includes Women. 


The Rev. Dr. Leonard held that the word 
laymen included women as well as men. 


President Harris of East Maine Confer-. 


ence spoke against the admission of women. 

Presiding Elder James E. Chaffee of Min- 
neapolis said that while he favored the ad- 
mission of women by constitutional means 
he could not vote for the majority report. 
He thought it was illegal. 

The Rev. Dr. Hamilton of Baltimore said 
to deny these rights to women it is not 
enough to show that the constitution does 
not include them, but it must be shown that 
the constitution excludes them. 

J. R. Day of New York thought that the 
conference had no right to admit women. 

The Rev. Dr. Emory Miller of Des Moines 
offered a substitute for both the majority 
and minority reports, providing that. the 
women elected to this conference are not 


eligible until the conferences shall give them | 
It further provides that in the | 


the right. 
future each annual conference shall decide 
whether it wants women laymen in the 
General Conference, Bishop Andrews ruled 
it out gf order. 

Judge H. R. Brill of Minneapolis and Dr. 
Rothweiler entered vigorous protests against 
the admission of women and shortly after 
the convention adjourned. 

Laymen Assert Themselves. 


When the convention opened there wasa 
slight outcropping of the feeling between the 
clergy and the laymen, and the laymen took 
the initiative. Mr. C. W. Bennett of Cincin- 
nati presented a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a special committee which 
will pass on all communications from the 
laymen. This committee was to consist of 
one minister and one layman from each dis- 
trict. The Rev. Mr. Tetar of lowa moved to 
refer all communications on this subject to 
the Committee on the State of the Church. 
This was tost, and Dr. James of Phila- 
delphia moved to make it a committee of fif- 
teen to be appointed by the Bishops. This 
was laipon the table. ‘ 

Dr. St@er of Detroit expressed his regret 
that any feeling existed between the clergy 
and laymen, and Mr..J. A. Williams of Cali, 
fornia deprecated any feeling, and denied 
that it existed. The Rev. G. E. Ackerman 6f 
Alabama made an earnest speech favoring 
bringing the two bodies together and harmo- 
nious action. & 

The resolution was then adopted. 


Clerical Power Denounced. 

Af a meeting of Seventh District delegates 
this evening the first gun in the interest of 
revolutionizing Methodism, or at least the 
government of the church, and making it 
democratic in form, depriving the clergy of 
what was called the autocratic power of the 
few and vesting the power of government 
with the members of the church who furnish 
the money for its support. 3 

The following resolution was introduced: 

** Resolved, That it is the sense of the Sev- 


enth General Conference District that lay 
representation in the church shall recognize 
in some form the right of the members of 
the church to a voice in the election of their 
representatives.” 

A substitute was immediately offered 
which provided that the election of all class 
leaders, stewards, and trustees should be 
by the direct vote of the adult members of 
the church, thus taking this power out of the 
hands of the pastor, who at the present 
time can control the quarterly conference 
and in a like manner all the superior con- 
ferences, or at least the representatives to 
that conference. 


Following the introduction of this resolu-, 


tion and substitute the most radical argu- 
ments were made in their support, dnd the 
government of the church was attacked with 
the sharpest kind of language. 

The Rev. Dr. Herrick denounced the pres- 
ent government as monarchical. He said 
that when John Wesley organized his so- 
cietlies he became absolute controller of 
them. He said further that this power had 
been handed down tothe clergy. He added 
that with the exception of the President uf 
Epworth League and the Superintendent of 
the Sunday-school the quarterly conference 
was in the hands of the pastors. He made 
the assertion that nearly every pastor 
could change the. political complex- 
ion of theequarterly conference or do any- 
thing else that he desired to with the confer- 
ence In twelve months. 

Other delegates argued in the same rad- 
ical manner, and the original resolution was 
adopted with hardly a dissenting vote. 


GARRETT INSTITUTE’S ALUMNI DAY

The Rev. T. C. Clendenning of Omaha was 
chosen President of the Board of Visitors, 
and the Rev. T. W. North of Menasha, Wis., 
Secretary. 

The Rev. J. A. Rondthaler, pastor of the 
Fullerton Avenue Presbyterian Church, de- 
livered the annual address before students 
of the McCormick Theological Seminary 
last evening at the Church of the Covenant, 
Helden avenue and Halsted street. His sub- 
ject was ‘‘ Pastor, Minister, Preacher.” 

He said in part: 

“The ministry, ike other vocations, gives 
no hope of success unless we are enthusias- 
tically'and deeply in love with our work.

SHAFT OVER THE DUST OF PATRICK 
O’SULLIVAN CONSECRATED. 


Five Hundred People Throng the Lit« 
tle Catholic Cemetery at Argyle. 
Wis., and Listen to Impressive 
Services—Nature Affords a Scene of 
Beauty Rarely Equaled—Requiem 
Mass Is Celebrated and an Address 
Is Given by Dan Donahoe. 


A monument to Patrick O’Sullivan, who 
died in the Joliet Penitentiary just four 
years ago, to which he had been sentenced 
for life,for participation in the murder of Dr. 
Cronin, was dedicated yesterday in the 
Catholic cemetery, five miles from Argyle, 
Wis. Five hundred men, women, and chil- 
dren, {ncluding a party of twenty-five from 
Chicago, filled the little Catholic mission and 
thronged the city of the dead, in which dwe!l 
father and mother and six brothers and sis- 
ters of O'Sullivan. 

The morning was a beautiful one. The 
trees and| grass were green with the fresh- 
ness of early spring. The hills among which 
the litthe) church ,and its small graveyard 
nestled were glorious with great bursts of 
color, where lilacs were in full bloom and the 
wild plum and thorn apple trees had just 
thrown gut their blossoms.

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Sarah Bernhardt, regardless of former 
successes, established herself last night in 
the estimation of Chicagoans as the queen 
of tragedy. Nonoteso high and so sustained 
as her impersonation of Phédre has been 
struck here since Tomaso Salvini’s Lear. 
With him she shares of right the dra- 
matic honors of the world. : 

The audience was large, but not as large 
as the performance demanded. It was no 
less fashionable than that of the opening 
night. And, what is better, it was so pos- 
sessed and informed with the heroic tone of 
the tragedy that it may be said in a special 
Sense to have assisted in the presentation. 

Eight years ago a similar assemblage— 
similar in appreciation, if not in numbers— 
gathered at the same house, the Columbia, 


to hear the first production in Chicago of. 


Beethoven’s ‘ Fidelio.”” This later intro- 
duction to this city of the play, which is at 
once Racine’s masterpiece, Bernhardt’s 
masterpiece, and the great tour de force of 
French heroic drama, lacked nothing to 
make it memorable in the history of the Chi- 
cago stage. j 

Appreciative as*it was and given over to 
the grandeur of pure tragedy, the audience 
paid Mme, Bernhardt the highest compli- 
ment in its power by its refusal to interrupt 
the progress of the play. Again and again, 
when persons carried away by the, mani- 
festations of power on the Stage sought to 
applaud, the house silenced them. But this 
fortunate silence gave way to equally 
ne applause at the fall of every cur- 

The first act closed to handclapping that 
sounded like musketry, the second was end- 
ed with an intermingling of cheers, the third 
saw a number of recalls, though e. Bern- 
hardt was absent from the stage, the fourth 
terminated in a roar of “‘ bravos,”’ and the 
final fall of the curtain was marked by ap- 
plause which would not be satisfied until 
the curtain had been raised fdur times. 

* * * 


The knell of tragedy -was tolled in the 
third scene of the first act, when Phédre 
avows her guilty passion for Hippolyte, 
the son of her husband Thesée bya former 
marriage. With her overwhelming love 
Struggling against the ‘horror which its 
knowledge forced upon her soul, Mme. 
Bernhardt rose to a forcefulness which in 
hands one whit less capable would have 
made the play an anti-climdax. 

Her voice played with the sympathies of 
her auditors. Soft and sweet at the avowal 
of the great love of her life it hoarsened and 
grew desperate as ‘its very declaration 
brought home the guilt of it. Death min- 
gled with her accents in prophecy of the 
end of an infatuation so hopeless and so base. 

This was impressive, but all that was 
notable in it was intensified at the close of 
the second act when: the admission of Hip- 
polyte to audience with Phédre broke down 
every barrier of the reserve she had hoped 
to throw around the crime in her heart. At 
the sound of his voice an avowal of all that 
was, poisoning her conscience burst through 
her lips, and grew and swelled until Hippo- 
lyte was enveloped in the flame of her de- 
sire. 

The scene closed with the audience shud- 


dering as with Hippolyte’s sword in her hand | 


his step-mother begs him to slay her. 

The third act opened with an impressive 
scene between Phédre and CGénone culminat- 
ing in a powerful imprecation wherein the 
Q@ueen invokes the goddess of love to avenge 
her cause upon Hippolyte. It is followed by 
a fresh wave of horror as the news of the 
return to Thesée, supposed to be dead, is 
brought to her. His actual coming forces 
anew her sin upon her conscience, and her 
exif, bowed with this knowledge, was alto- 
gether admirable. 


The fourth act culminated in a whirlwind 


of recrimination hurled down upon CG&none’s 
guilty head by the mistress she had be- 


trayed. The closing scene, wherein Phédre | | 


lays down the burden of her heart with life,. 
self-murdered, was dignified, pathetic, and 
with a final appeal to the sensibilities that 
made it a fitting close to a marvelous dra- 
matic triumph. 

** * 

The members of the cast as a whole shared 
in the glories of the star. M. Darmont’s 
Hippolyte was strong, forceful, and at times 
almost majestic. His exit after his father 
has hurled his curses upon him, trusting to 
CEnone’s false tale that he loved Phédre, was 
excellent. M. Costelli’s ThesGe was marred 
by his facial limitations—the simulation of 
grief looked perilously like a smile. 

The Theramene of M. Piron became im- 
pressive in the last act, though an undula- 
tory gesture he affected did not appeal to 
American comprehension. Mme. Grandet’s 
CEnone was so overborne by the vastly 
greatgr powers of the Phédre that its feat- 
ures could hardly be discovered. Mlle. Val- 
dey’s Aricio was tender, though handled 
with too little care. 

It may be said, however, of the entire sup- 
porting company that in a performance 
where inadequacy anywhere would have 
produced.a shock: the effect was one of 
smoothness. But over all and through all 
was cast the glamour of Mme. Bernhardt’s 
genius, at once great enough and subtle 
enough to pervade every scene. 


There is nothing .in English dramatic 
literature to compare with ‘* Phédre.’’ Its 
scene is laid in a semi-mythical age, its char- 
acters are legendary, its language is heroic 
verse. It preserves the classical unities of 
time and place. It ig pure tragedy, not an 
idea intruding itself that can distract from 


the horror of its argument. 

From the opening dialogue it moves in- 
sistently to the final catastrophe. A single 
conception dominates and with masterly force 
subordinates all minor considerations to it- 
self. To this must be added the knowledge 
that it is regarded by the entire French na- 
tion—sharing the honor with other works of 
Racine and several by Corneille—as the high- 
est poetic expression which the best thought 
thought of that people has ever brought out. 

It must be admitted, notwithstanding, that 
it is by canons of criticism wholly foreign to 
the English-speaking race that it is to be 
judged. Eight or nine times in ** Phédre ”* 
lines are placed in the mouths of the players 
longer by more than double anything we 
know in Shakspeare. More than half the 
verses are directed to the audience and not 
at all to another on the stage. 

It is all strange and unnatural, but it must 
be acknowledged that this particular trage- 
dy, placed before the beginning of history, 
with its principal characters personages of 
more than human attributes, cannot be held 
amenable to ordinary laws. 

** * 

It must be said in conclusion that the im-

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NEWS OF THE CYCLISTS. 


TILLIE ANDERSON CANNOT RIDE IN 
THE ROAD RACE. 


Chairman Gerlach of the L. A. W. Says 
She Is Virtually a Professional and 
Is Therefore Ineligible—Would 
Make the Scorchers Ride for Their 
Lives Were She Allowed to Start— 
Associated Cycling Clubs Still After 
Fast Riders, 

Tillie Anderson, of cycling fame, will not 
be-allowed to compete in the Decoration day 
road races. This is the information given 
out by Chairman Fred Gerlach of the L. 
A. W. ; 

She submitted her name several days ago 
and expressed a desire to compete for the big 
prizes which Will be hung up for the winners 
of the events. The unusual incident of a 
woman entering the contest excited consid- 
erable comment among the contestants, and 
those who witnessed her riding at Battery. 
D began to wonder what sort of a handicap 
she would be given. It was practically set 
tled yesterday she would not be allowed to 
ride on the ground that she was a profes- 
sional. During the last winter she figured 
in several long distance indoor races, and it 
is said to be a well-known fact the prizes 
were in cash. ~This puts her in the profes- 
sional class and precludes any possibility 
of her competing in any of the road races. 
This was the opinion given out by Mr. Ger- 
lach yesterday. 

Her record as a rider would put her well 
up in the class in case she was allowed to 
compete. It was expected when the news of 
her entry was given out that some of the 
other women riders who have contested her 
title would also try to enter, but none were 


‘reported yesterday. The road races are fur- 


nishing a choice for speculation as to the 
probable outcome, and the training of the 
favorites is being carefully watched. 

Reckless Riding in Dearborn Avenue. 

Several accidents have occurred in Dear- 
born avenue during the last week owing to 
the prevalence of scorchers and amateur 
riders. When these two classes meet they 
have invariably mixed up. The tendency 
of amateur riders to ride several feet from 
the curbing has provided a trap into which 
many wheelmen have fallen when they at- 
tempt to pass between the beginner and the 
curbing. On Monday night two such acci- 
dents occurred, and in one instance two 
wheels were broken and the riders badly 
bruised. In each case the appearance of the 
scorcher between the curbing and the ama- 
teur set the latter wabbling and he ultimate- 
ly ran into the scorcher’s wheel. 

At the next meeting of the Associated Cy- 
cling Clubs the subject of scorching will 
again be brought up for consideration with 
the view of securing more uniform action by 
the various clubs to have the practice abol- 
ished. All legislation on the matter has had 
little effect to check the furious pace set by 
some riders on the boulevards and an addi- 
tional appeal will be sent in. 

The attempt to secure legislation com- 
pelling all vehicles to carry lamps will also 
be given a new impetus. The recent collis- 
ions and accidents have caused additional in- 
terest to be attached to this provision. 

John Lawson, “the terrible Swede,” has 
settled down to hard work in his training 
for the Fairmon-Lawson race. He rides a 
uniform distance each day on the nineteen- 
pound wheel he rode when he won the fifty- 
mile championship. A new wheel is being 
constructed for him for the coming race. 
He says in case he wins from Fairmon, who 
was recently made a professional at his own 
request, he will accept any challenge which 
may be offered. 


Are Not Century Riders. 

Of the party which spent Sunday at Cin- 
cinnati, six remained over till the following 
day to make the ride from that city to Indi- 
anapolis, a distance of 140 miles. The party 
consisted of George K. Barrett and Joe Ruff, 
on a tandem; W. H. Van Sicklen and A. J. 
Nicolet, also on a tandem: and Edward Bal- 
lard of Indianapolis, and Henry Ellict of Chi- 
cago, on single wheels. 

Beds were in order shortly after the main 
party left for Chicago, and after a ‘good 
night’s rest breakfast was disposed of at 5 
o’clock. At 5:30 o’clock the start was made. 
For the most part the road is up-grade as it 
leaves the Ohio River. A good stiff wind was 
blowing directly in the riders’ faces, and, as 
the pace was of necessity a fast pne, it was 
not long before it began to tell on the riders. 

At Hamilton the first stop was made, and 
when the *ime came to proceed, Elliot and 
Ballard, who had been riding on single 
wheels, declined to go further. The two 
tandem teams continued, and at 11:30 Rich- 
mond was reached after a hard grind of 
seventy-two miles. 

Dinner being disposed of, Van Sicklen and 
Ruff declined to go further. as both were 
completely tired out from the hard ride of 
the morning. Nicolet also rebelled, but as 
Barrett started out to find a single wheel 
and continue alone, Nicolet agreed to pro- 
ceed, so mounting the tandem the last half 
of the ride was begun. 

An election was in progress in Indiana, 
with the result that water was all that could 
be found to drink. At Knightsville Nico- 
let declined to proceed further without the 
aid of atrain.

STATE IS MADE TO BEG. 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL PROBABLY WILL 
BE APPEALED TO FOR AID. 


Announcement Is Made the Treasury 
Is Empty and Vouchers Cannot Be 
Paid Until July—Attempt of the Ad- 
ministration to Make a Showing by 
Reducing Taxes Has Left the Au- 
ditor Embarrassed ~ Emergency 
Fund Is Exhausted. : 

Springfield, Ill. May 5.—[Special.}—The 
harvest that comes of the seed of Demo- 
cratic economy is being reaped in Illinois. 
The State Treasury is bankrupt, no money is 
available (for paying the expenses of the 
State’s great institutions, and for the second 
time since the session of the noted Legisla- 
ure of 1808 the Illinois Central railroad has 
been appealed to to assist the Common- 
wealth. 

Today the Treasury stopped payment on 
the warrants of the Auditor and all State 
employés will be compelled to wait until July 
before they can get their money. The rev- 
enue fund! is exhausted and there will be no 
money available until that time. 

Assistant State Treasurer Fioyd K. Whit- 
temore gives out the following statement 
concerning the matter: 

** Payments in cash into the treasury for 
the month of April by the part settlements 


| with County Collectors gave about $1,200,000 


to the revenue fund. This sum, together 
with the|balance on hand on April 1, has 
been paid out on account of the appropria- 
tions of the Thirty-ninth General Assembly. 
The final! settlement with the County Col- 
lectors will be made in July. 

“It is believed that receipts from sources 
outside the tax levy will be sufficient to take 
up all outstanding warrants by the first of 
June or earlier.”’ 


What Receipts? 


Whittemore, it is believed, has reference 
to the Illinois Central revenue, in speaking 
of what the Treasury expects to receive by 
the lst of June. On that date there will be 
due from the road about $300,000—the 
State’s share in the earning of the corporg- 
tion. The statement is made that the Treas- 
urer has written an appeal to President Fish, 
representing the embarrassed condition of 
the Treasury and asking that money be ad- 
vanced gn the account. A similar appeal 
made before the last settlement with the 
sok veda ye was responded to by Presidcnt 

ish. 

While the Treasurer is exercising his wits 
to replenish the Treasury, the Democratic 
Officials are declaring that there is no deticit 
and are insisting that the Treasurer honor 
warrants with money that belongs to the 
schools of the State and has been paid out 
to them, 

In the|payments made by the county col- 
lectors about $938,000 of school fund war- 
rants were turned in. They were credited 
as Cash and indicate a balance of some $W),- 
UU0. Asia matter of fact, however, this 
money ig in the hands of the different county 
officials,| it never having been turned into 
the Treasury. 


How the Auditor Figures. 


The law gives the first money collected 
each year to the schools, and it is the custom 
in many counties for the Collector to pay 
it over jto the Superintendent immediately 
and turn in his receipt to the Treasury as 
cash. Qn the showing made by these re- 
ceipts the Auditor bases the calculation 
that thé $500,000 is in the Treasury. 

The present deficit in the Treasury grows 
out of the fact that the Democratic Legis- 
lature in 1893, in order to make a show of 
economy, reduced the tax levy and used up 
the working balance in the Treasury: This 
balance] always had been kept in the Treas- 
ury by/the Republicans for the purpose of 
meeting emergencies like the present one 
and to) provide for appropriations that be- 
come due before moneyeraised by the tax 
levy could be collected. 


FIREMEN AND WHEELERS ON A STRIKE. 


Forty Employes of the Illinois Steel 
Cempany Refuse to Work with 
Colored Men. 

Twenty-three firemen and seventeen pig- 
iron wheelers struck at the Illinois Steel 
company's plant, Archer and Ashland ave- 
nues, yesterday. The men quit because they 
did not want to work with twenty colored 
men. They do not allege they were dissat- 
isfied with their wages. The firemen re- 
ceived) $1.67 a day and the pig-iron wheelers 
2. None of the men belong to a union. 

Most of thern are foreigners. 

Supt. Walker yesterday afternoon made 
application to the employment agency of 
C. H.|/ Shotwell for fifty colored men to fill 
the strikers’ places. The men were secured, 
but a majority of them feared the job would 
be only a temporary one and declined to go 
to work.

Pickets of the strikers watched every man 
who approached the offices.

Winter Wheat Heading as Far North 
as Southern Illineis—Fruit Blos- 
some Very Fall. 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—The weekly 
bulletin of crop reports issued by; the 
Weather Bureau today says: 

Eastward of the Rocky Mountains the 
week has been generally favorable. In the 
Rocky Mountain States and on the Pacific 
coast it has Been too cool and the abnormally 
low temperatures have been atteneded by 
very heavy rains. Further improvement 
in the condition of winter wheat is generally 
reported. This crop is now heading as far 
north as the Southern portions of Kansas 
and Illinois. Spring wheat seeding is about 
finished in the southern portion of the spring 
wheat region and the early sownis up. Corn 
planting has been pushed vigorously and is 
now well advancéd. Planting is now in 
operation as far north as Michigan and 
practically complete in Central and Southern 
Illinois. The cotton crop is now in the 
ground and much of the early planted is up. 
Texas.and Florida need rain; cut worms are 
doing some:-injury in Kansas. Tobacco 
planting is in progress in Kentucky, Virginia, 
anid the Carolinas. | 

Illinois—A very beneficial week, with time- 
ly. raits in east and southeast counties. 
Wheat, rye, oats, and grasses are generally 
in good condition. Wheat is heading in 
southern and rye in south central counties. 
Early corn and potatoes are coming up. 
Corn planting has been pushed vigorously in 
central counties. Fruit is setting heavily. 
Chinch bugs are numerous.

MACMILLIAN AND HIS COLLEAGUES 
FIGHT TO A DRAW. 


Difficulty Arises Over the Question of 
Primary Districts and Polling 
Places in the Four Wards Consti- 
tuting the District—Situation’s Un- 
dercurrents Flowing from Spring- 
field—Charges Against Mayor Swift 
Strenudusly Denied.

Everything ran along smoothly 
enough until he introduced a resolution that 
the primary districts and polling places in 
the four wards constituting the Fourth Con- 
gressional District be the same in the call 
for the convention as they were at the last 
West own primaries. 

To this Chairman MacMillan objected on 
the ground that it was a scheme to deprive 
him of his prerogative as committeeman to 
arrange t precincts and locate the polling 
places in the Twelfth Ward. | 

For half an hour or more the committee 
stood.in a deadlock on the resolution, as 
Chairman MacMillan would not entertain 
it. Both sides put Meaney, who holds a 
position in. the City Collector's office, in the 
sweat-box. He wanted an adjournment un- 
til 2 o’clock. Finally Bartels appealed from 
the decision of the Chair, and Curran, as 
Secretary, called the roll. The appeal car- 
ried, Meany, protesting as he did so, voting 
with Curran and Bartels. 

MacMillan declined to sign the call, say- 
ing he would issue a callofhisown. Curran 
will also issue one. 

Apparently MacMillan has the best of 
the fight, There will be sixty-five delegates 
in the convention, and the Twelfth Ward, 
with thirty-seven, has a clear majority.

sufficient to defeat the two battleships by a 
direct vote of the House on the next con- 
ference report.
